communication network, and wherein the print job service provider is adapted to distribute 
rho print job the print request and the data file to tho at least one of the print job storage 
provider, the print job processing provider, and-the print job print provider, and the print job 
delivery provider via the communication network-

w - hnthorth e at loast one of which of t he storage capability, the processing capability, «*Uhe 
printing capabilit y, and the delivery capability is necessary for the print job, and wherein the 
print job service provider is adapted to automatically d istribut e, without inter action by the 
user, the print request and the data file for the print job to atloaot one of the print job storage 
provider if the storage capabi lity is necessary for the print job, the print job processing 
provider if the processing capability is necessary for the print job, af*Hhe print job print 
provider if the printing capability is necessary for the print job, nnfl tfre print job delivery 
provider if the delivery capability is necessary for the print job. 

4. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the print job service provider is 
configured to communicate with the user via a communication network, and wherein the print
